Make  a  hole  in 
the  CHUter,  pour  in  the  yeast  (well 
shaken),  stir  diligently  with  a  fork.  Let 
(he  milk,  etc.,  be  jost  blood  warm  (no 
more),  then  knead  as  bread.  Cut  it 
ucruas,  through  and  through,  with  a 
knife,  Let  it  rise  six  or  seven  hoars,  as 
if  may  require.  Tuke  from  the  pan, 
knead  it  well,  cut  in  small  cakes,  and 
put  to  rise  in  pan  an  hour  or  more  be¬ 
fore  baking.  This  recipe,  with  addi¬ 
tional  sugar  and  suitable  spices,  makes 
txoel'ent  family  doughnuts. 

Baked  Indian  Pudding. — One  pint 
of  cold  milk,  into  which  btir  two  table- 
spoonfuls  of  meal,  a  tuhlespoonfui  of 
butter,  a  little  salt.

Whether  hogs  require  sulphur  us  an 
essential  to  health,  or  whether  it  ia 
sought  by  them  as  a  condiment,  may 
uol  be  discovered.  But  one  thing  ia 
_ true,  they  devour  it  with  greed  when¬ 
ever  it  is  to  be  found.  It  is  for  this  pur- 
1  j**ae  probably  that  they  can  eat  large 
quantities  of  soft  coal,  which  contains  a 
large  amount  of  sulphnr.  Perhaps  this 
is  the  most  economical  method  of  sup 
plying  hogs  with  sulphur  during  winter, 
wheu  they  require  a  good  deal  of  carbon. 
But  in  summer  it  is  best  to  feed  it 
to  them  in  substances  which  oon- 
taiu  less  carbon,  on  account  of  their 
—  producing  less  heat.  Mustard  is  one  of 
the  best  things  for  this  purpose,  and 
some  of  it  should  be  sown  in  every  pas¬ 
ture  into  which  hogs  are  turned.  If 
bogs  are  kept  in,  or  are  in  small  yards, 
it  is  well  to  supply  them  with  the  wild 
.mustard  that  grows  in  the  fields  or  high¬ 
ways,  or  to  cultivate  some  of  the  better 
varieties  for  them.  They  will  eat  its 
leaves,  its  flowers,  seeds  and  stalks.

And  further  representing  that, 
in  their  Judgment,  the  enforcement  of  the  re¬ 
sumption  olsuse  of  said  act  would  be  exceed¬ 
ingly  disastrous  to.  the  business  interests  of 
the  country 

Mr.  Clayton  (Rep.),  of  Arkansas,  called  up 
ihe  Senate  bill  to  repeal  section  2,303  of  the 
revised  statutes  of  the  United  States,  making 
restrictions  in  the  disposition  of  pubiio  lands 
in  the  States  of  Alabama,  Mississippi.  Louisi¬ 
ana,  Arkansas  and  Florida.  He  said  the  public 
lands  in  the  Htaree  named' were  restricted  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Homestead  law,  and  the 
object  of  this  bill  was  td  restore  the  lands  to 
the  same  condition  as  public  lands  in  other 
portion*  of  the  country. 

Mr.  filtebo juk j ( Rep, ),  of  Nebraska,  sub¬ 
mitted  a  resolution  insirnctirg  the  committee 
on  the  Distriot  ef  Colombia  to  inquire  into  the 
expediency  of  providing  a  proper  form  of  gov¬ 
ernment  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  re¬ 
port  by  bill  or  otherwise.

Mr.  Watkins,  o  Virginia,  from  the  oommit- 
tee  on  pensions,  reported  a  substitute  for 
Senate  bill  to  amend  the  act  of  Feb.  1*.  1871, 
grantins  pensions  to  certain  soldiers  and  sail¬ 
or*  of  the  war  of  1812,  and  the  widows  of  de- 
ce«sed  soldiers,  and  to  roster*  to  tb*  pension 
rolls  those  person*  whose  names  war*  stricken 
therefrom  in  consequence  of  disloyalty.  Placed 
on  the  oalendar. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Morton  (Rep.),  of  Indiana, 
the  resolution  for  the  admission  of  Mr.  Pinch- 
back  as  Senator  from  LooMana  was  taken  up. 

The  Chair  laid  before  the  Senate  the  Joint 
resolution  directing  the  commissioners  of  the 
District  of  Colombia  to  pay  the  interest  or  the 
3.65  bonds.  After  considerable  discussion  the 
resolution,  with  amendments,  was  passed. 

Mr.  Atkina  (Dom.),  of  Tennessee,  from  the 
committee  on  appropriations,  reported  a  reso¬ 
lution  requesting  the  President  to  appoint  a 
competent,  experienced  military  officer  to  go 
to  the  Red  Cloud  agency  aod  to  other  Sionx 
Agendas  to  inquire  into  the  cause  of  the  de¬ 
ficiency  in  the  appropriation  for  the  8ioox 
Indians.
